Catering worker who 
dealt in drugs escapes 
a prison sentence

A CATERING worker 
who dealt in class A drugs 
has escaped a prison sen¬ 
tence at Cardiff Crown 
Court, writes Tony Sicluna. 

Natasha Matthews (26) was 
told by Judge David Wynn 
Morgan: “Senteneing you to 
prison would do no good at all.” 

Matthews of Ffordd-y- 
Dderwen, Cefn Glas, Bridgend, 
had admitted possessing 
cocaine with intent to supply 
and possessing another class 
A drug, MDMA, with intent. 

The Judge said: “Ordinarily, 
what you did would result in 
a sizeable prison sentence. 
But I am not going to do that. 


“A pre-sentence report 
demonstrates you have had 
a troubled background.” 

He said there were indica¬ 
tions that she had taken risks to 
obtain drugs to consume herself 
Sentencing her to prison, he 
said, would do no good at all. 

He added that she had waited 
a year to be sentenced and 
had addressed her problems. 

Prosecutor Rosalind Rutter 
said that at 9.35pm on July 
7 last year, police officers 
went to Sandy Lane car park, 
Porthcawl, and saw Matthews 
behind the wheel of a Mazda 
car. There was also a passenger. 

As a search was being carried out 
Matthews tried to grab something 


and she then called out: “All 
right, all right, you have got me.” 

The police seized drugs worth 
£260 and her mobile phone. 
The passenger said she was in 
the habit of buying drugs from 
Matthews on a regular basis. 
When interviewed Matthews said 
“no comment” to all questions. 

Her solicitor Robert Chudleigh 
said she was entirely remorseful. 

She was sentenced to a com¬ 
munity order for two years, 
and also ordered to carry out 
100 hours unpaid work and pay 
£340 costs. The drugs were 
ordered to be forfeited as well 
as £100 in cash found in the car. 

Said the judge: “Remember, 
this is a punishment.”

Porthcawl woman, 82 
is ‘disgusted’ after 
sneak thief strikes 


AN elderly Porthcawl woman 
who was visiting family graves 
at Nottage cemetery had her 
handbag stolen from a car. 

Mrs Jean Akerman (82) and her 
husband David (83) were visiting the 
cemetery at 3.45pm last Thursday, 
June 27. She told The GEM: “We 
parked outside the cemetery because 
the gates were locked. I left my 
bag underneath the passenger seat. 
I went in to our family graves and 
my husband stayed with the car. I 
then saw a man walking up from the 
bottom of the cemetery.” 

Her husband got out of the car 
briefly and the next thing she heard 
was a smashing sound. 

“Someone had smashed the 
car window and taken the bag. I 
lost credit cards, new glasses, and 
my contacts book for friends - 
everything gone. 

“My message to people is ‘don’t 
leave your car unattended outside the 
cemetery when the gates are locked’. 
It is disgusting that someone could

do this. A similar thing happened 
to an elderly couple five years ago.

She suspects - although can’t be 
sure - that the man she saw walking 
along in the cemetery may have been 
responsible. 

She notified council staff and the 
police and has had all the inconven¬ 
ience of having to deal with her bank 
and a locksmith. 

A police spokeswoman said: “We 
received a report of a theft from a 
vehicle on June 27.

The suspect smashed the front pas¬ 
senger window to take the handbag 
from the footwell.

13) a councillor was 
reported as saying 
that BCBC cannot 
be held to account 
for issues that arise 
because any private 
company which 
has been awarded 
a council contract 
does not carry out 
what they are con¬ 
tracted to do.

NEW dog fouling enforcement 
powers being rolled out across 
Bridgend county will apply to 
all public open spaces regard¬ 
less of whether they are owned 
by the local authority or not. 

Bridgend County Borough Council 
(BCBC) is creating a public space 
protection order (PSPO) which places 
a number of conditions on dog walkers 
and makes it a criminal offence if they 
ignore them. 

It involves having to carry dog poo 
bags when outside, picking up dog 
faeces and taking it home - or putting 
in a litter/dog poo bin - and placing a 
dog on a lead when requested to do so 
by an officer. 

Dog walkers could be fined £100 if 
they don’t comply or be taken to court 
and given a fine on conviction of up 
to £1,000. 

Councillors voted through the 
changes at a recent cabinet meeting. 

The cabinet member for commu¬ 
nities, Cllr Richard Young, said the 
order aimed to crack down on dog 
fouling either when left uncollected or 
placed in a bag and thrown over the 
nearest hedge or tied to a tree branch. 

He said: “Wherever the public have 
access, our enforcement officers are 
allowed to follow up on the order.” 

The head of operations for com¬ 
munity services at BCBC, Zak Shell, 
said the order means officers will be 
able to take action on public open 
spaces, local authority owned spaces 
and large areas owned by Valleys to 
Coast Housing. 

He said: “We are not going to 
spring up in anyone’s back garden or 
in the middle of a farmer’s field or on 
any privately-owned land. 

“If it’s public open space and an 
amenity open to the public, then 
officers will have the authority to take 
action.” 

Officers said the restrictions do not 
in any way prevent dog walkers from 
using public land for exercising dogs. 

A recent public consultation 
showed strong support for the plans 
with 93 per cent of people agreeing 
dog walkers should be fined if they 
don’t remove faeces from a public 
open space, 83 per cent saying a 
dog walker should have poo bags or

dog walker should place their dog on 
a lead when directed to do so. 

However, Mr Shell said the Kennel 
Club had raised concerns that in some 
cases the order could have the oppo¬ 
site effect to what the council wanted 
when it came to poo bags. 

He said: “The Kennel Club has 
suggested that if your dog has just 
defecated and you only have one bag 
with you, then if nobody saw it you 
might just walk away and leave it 
there because you didn’t want to use 
up your last bag. 

“My personal opinion is that a 
responsible dog owner will make a 
point of taking out plenty of bags, they 
don’t cost very much. 

“You don’t take out just enough, 
you take out an adequate supply.” 

He added: “Throughout the borough 
we have a good supply of litter bins 
and all our litter bins are dual use so 
you can put dog fouling into a litter 
bin. 

“This is about public behaviour 
rather than accessibility to bins 
themselves. 

“I have come across numerous dog 
fouling incidents when I have been 
walking my dog and it has numerous 
litter bins on the route - there isn’t an 
excuse for a lot of people who do leave 
it behind.” 

Council leader Huw David said the 
council had recently installed 17 dog 
waste bag stations across the county 
where people could take free dog poo 
bags. 

He said: “We have also installed 
over 100 additional litter bins in the 
last couple of years across the county, 
particularly in Porthcawl, so there is 
no excuse for dog walkers if their dogs 
commit the act. 

“Dog walkers have got to take 
responsibility for their own dogs. 
There is a consultation taking place 
around enforcement powers.” 

Cllr David also warned residents 
to look out for people who have been 
impersonating enforcement officers. 
He said: “We need to be clear with 
the public that enforcement officers 
have ID badges and they won’t ask for 
money up front.”

Charity says not all 
disabilities are visible 


A CHARITY in Bridgend is 
giving children with ‘invisible 
disabilities’ the opportunity 
to take part in adventurous 
activities to build confidence 
in the company of other chil¬ 
dren, thanks to a £24,581 grant 
from People’s Health Trust 
and the Health Lottery Wales. 

Leanne Toy from ‘Tech Club Going 
Places’ which offers activities such as 
surfing, kayaking and trampolining, 
said: “We see a huge improvement in 
the children who attend. One of the 
kids who attends wouldn’t participate 
or even make eye contact when he 
first started and about three months 
later, it was like a switch flipped - 
suddenly he was getting stuck in 
and chatting away with others like 
they’d been best friends for years.” 

The project attracts over 26 


families with children under 16. 

Leanne said: “It’s common 
for one parent to stay home as a 
full-time carer for their child and 
consequently many of our mem¬ 
bers are single-income families. 

“We’re very aware of this - what 
we call ‘disability poverty’ - so 
we provide activities which may 
not otherwise be affordable.” 

Leanne continued: “The simple act 
of going out with a disabled child 
can be overwhelming, so for these 
parents to see their children mak¬ 
ing friends, chatting or engaging 
in physical activities is incredible.” 

Chris Lunn, spokesperson from 
Health Lottery Wales said: “To date, 
over £6 million has been raised to sup¬ 
port charities in Wales and we hope to 
assist more good causes like Tech Club 
Going Places.”

A 25-YEAR-old art¬ 
ist from Porthcawl 
hopes her latest 
solo exhibition of 
pointillism art¬ 
work, ‘Bipolarity’, 
can raise aware¬ 
ness of living with 
bipolar disorder.

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AM’s concerns 
over Ford 
redundancy deal 


TWENTY-FIVE 
workers at the Ford 
engine plant at 
Bridgend are said 
to have been left 
with “a massive hole 
in their pockets” 
after agreeing basic 
redundancy terms 
just four weeks 
before the company 
announced it is 
to close the plant. 

Ogmore AM Huw 
Irranca-Davies said 
the workers accepted a 
redundancy deal in early 
May and sought assur¬ 
ances from Ford at that 
time that there were no 
imminent closure plans. 

He said at the National 
Assembly: “In so doing, 
and accepting that basic 
package, they are prob¬ 
ably now out of pocket, 
with their families, to the 
tune of £50,000, £60,000, 
£70,000 or more, having 
been assured by Ford that 
there were no imminent 
closure plans. Four weeks 
later. Ford announced its 
closure proposals. Ford 
will argue that they 
are watertight on this 
because those workers 
signed on the dotted line 
and accepted the terms. 


but those workers also 
sought clear assurance 
from Ford. They may 
be legally watertight, 
but I’d say, morally, 
they are shipping 
water on this issue.” 

Mr Irranca-Davies 
said a Government 
statement would allow 
AMs to express their 
concerns on the floor 
of the Senedd and also 
provide an assurance 
that Economy Minister 
Ken Skates will take this 
up with the company. 

He said: “I think there 
is a moral case here for 
Ford to answer about 
why their workers were 
being told: ‘No plans for 
closure. Take the basic 
package. It’s the best 
you can possibly do’. 
Then they found four 
weeks later that they 
were left with a massive 
hole in their pockets.” 

Finance Minister 
Rebecca Evans told Mr 
Irranca-Davies that Mr 
Skates is writing to ask 
Ford to consider its posi¬ 
tion on this matter and to 
investigate the possibility 
of enhancing the separa¬ 
tion package agreed with 
the affected employees.

Last chance 
to give council 
your opinion 


LOCAL residents 
are being reminded 
that there’s not long 
left to take part in a 
public consultation 
in Bridgend on pro¬ 
posals which could 
see playgrounds 
close, outdoor 

sports facilities dis¬ 
appear and a reduc¬ 
tion in grass-cutting 
across the county. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) says it can 
no longer provide the 
same level of services 
it has done in previ¬ 
ous years due to cuts 
and the need to make 
savings of £36m in 
the next four years. 

The council has pre¬ 
viously provided rugby, 
football and cricket 
clubs with a financial 
subsidy of up to 80 per 
cent but is now looking 
to pass responsibility 
for pitches and pavil¬ 
ions onto sports clubs 
via Community Asset 
Transfers (CATs). 

It has warned clubs 
and local organisations 
that if they don’t take 
responsibility for them, 
the council will have 
little option but to close 
facilities - or charge 


clubs up to five times 
more to use them. 

The cabinet member 
for communities, Cllr 
Richard Young, said: 
“National austerity 
is ongoing, and we 
have been as clear as 
possible with residents 
about the financial sit¬ 
uation facing this and 
every other council. 

“We need to work 
together to find an 
alternative way of pre¬ 
serving these valuable 
community facilities, 
or risk losing them. 

“We are asking sports 
clubs and all users of 
these facilities to com¬ 
plete the consultation, 
and to have their say.” 

The consultation 
also asks for opinions 
on the future of play¬ 
grounds in the county, 
and on grass cutting. 

The consulta¬ 
tion is open until 
Wednesday, July 10.

Diagnosed with 
cystic fibrosis as a 
child. Josh was told by 
doctors that he would 
not live into his thirties. 
Inspired to raise aware¬ 
ness of the condition 
and show the impor¬ 
tance of still being 
physically active. Josh 
has undertaken a range 
of endurance challenges 
such as ultra-mara¬ 
thons, and became a 
world record holder 
after weight-lifting an 


astonishing one mil¬ 
lion kilos in 24 hours. 

His challenges have 
raised money in sup¬ 
port of his foundation 
‘CF Warriors’, which 
helps children with 
cystic fibrosis get into 
sport at an early age 
by providing dedicated 
packs giving tips on 
exercise and fitness.

ineluded in the plans whieh would 
inerease the eapaeity of the sehool by 
299 pupils. 

The 3G piteh would be able to 
open until 10pm and be available for 
eommunity use. 

The plans, funded by the Welsh

Century Sehools Programme, were

unanimously approved by Vale 
CouneiTs planning eommittee on June 
26. 

The expansion will mean the eapae¬ 
ity of Ysgol Gymraeg Bro Morgannwg 
will inerease from the eurrent level of 
1,361 pupils to 1,660 pupils, of whieh 
250 would be sixth form. There are 
eurrently 1,133 pupils at the sehool. 

Six neighbouring properties objeeted 


to the plans, raising eoneems about 
noise and light pollution and traffie.

TENSAl , 
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Cardifi Airport says it is 
making progress on 
cutting carbon emissions 


A RECENT e^nal 
inspection of Cardiff 
Airport’s environmental 
credentials has revealed 
that since 2015/16 Cardiff 
Airport has been able to 
reduce carbon emissions by 
53 per cent, and in one 
year, emissions reduced by 
26 per cent. 

An airport spokesperson said: 
“These reduetions are largely 
attributed to decreased electric¬ 
ity (-7 per cent in one year) and 
natural gas consumption (-29 
per cent in one year) across 
the airport site. One significant 
initiative has been the introduc¬ 
tion of LED lighting across the 
terminal and airfield. We have 
introduced electric vehicles to 
the operation, with a view to 
increasing the fleet further over 
the coming year.” 

Undertaken by Carbon 
Credentials, emissions were 
measured and reported in 
line with Cardiff Airport’s 


compliance with the CRC Energy 
Efficiency Scheme (CRC). This 
achievement underpins steps the 
team at Cardiff Airport have 
taken recently to create a more 
environmentally responsible 
customer experience. 

The spokesperson continued: 
“Our food and drink concessions 
have removed the use of plastic 
straws and three water fountains 
have been installed in the termi¬ 
nal so that customers can refill 
their reusable water containers 
before their flight and when they 
return. 

“The Airport recycles waste 
from all on site businesses in its 
own recycling hub and benefits 
from the onsite ‘Food Rocket’ 
for food waste which has cel¬ 
ebrated five years of use. The 
resulting compost is then used 
across the site. 

“Cardiff Airport also works 
closely with partners to influ¬ 
ence and drive environmental 
responsibility wherever pos¬ 
sible. Our air traffic control 


provider, NATS and airlines 
adopt procedures to ensure the 
most efficient descent paths are 
taken. Cardiff is ranked in the 
top five UK Airports for max¬ 
imising these types of operation. 
This aims to reduce both fuel 
and noise impacts which are fur¬ 
ther supported by airlines who 
take further steps to minimise 
emissions by using one engine 
on the taxiway.” 

Mark Bailey, Director 
of Airport Planning and 
Development: “Environmental 
awareness is an essential part 
of our training programme, and 
we are passionate about playing 
our part in responding to cli¬ 
mate change, and all this while 
passenger numbers continue to 
increase.” 

Cardiff Airport is part of the 
Airport Operators Association 
(AOA) Climate Change 

Adaptation Working Group and 
has also volunteered to report to 
DEFRA on climate change. 


Council initiative helps to reduce 
single-use plastics usage

FOLLOWING the recent installation of 
water bottle refill stations across the Vale, 
the Vale Council has teamed up with Bro 
Radio to provide reusable water bottles to 
volunteers. 

Bro Radio support the council’s summer events 
programme, Barry Island Weekenders, with the 
help of volunteers. Throughout this programme, 
volunteers are given bottles of water to keep them 
hydrated throughout the day. They calculated that 
they probably get through between 400-600 plastic 
bottles of water each summer and the council has 
donated 100 reusable water bottles to Bro Radio. 

Cllr Lis Burnett, Deputy Leader and cabinet 


member for regeneration and education, said: “For 
a local organisation largely run by volunteers to 
embrace the use of sustainable materials, instead of 
single-use plastics, will save money which is vital 
for a community radio station. The new refill points 
on the Island mean visitors can bring reusable bottles 
with them or buy them while they’re here and save 
money and the environment at the same time.” 

Nathan Spackman, operations director for Bro 
Radio, said: “After realising how much plastic we 
used in 2018 and with events every weekend, it 
made sense for us to work with the council to reduce 
our plastic waste and promote refill stations while 
we are on the Island, at parks and coastal resorts 
throughout the summer.”

TfL promises bigger and 
better Vale trains - in 2023 


TRANSPORT for Wales has 
told The GEM that by 2023 
it will be running trains on 
the Vale of Glamorgan line 
with a greater passenger 
capacity and more facilities. 

Last week The GEM ran 
a story in which Llantwit Major 
councillor Gwyn John said he was 
concerned at congestion on the 
roads due to the number of houses 
being built in the western Vale. 

He said out that one way of 
reducing road use was to use rail 
services, but pointed out the ser¬ 
vice to Llantwit Major was hourly 
when it should be half hourly, and 
that commuters might have to wait 
until 2023 for the 30-minute service. 

In response, a Transport for Wales 
spokeswoman told The GEM that 
although there would be a wait, there 
would be a big increase in the number 
of passengers the trains could carry. 


She said: “The Vale of Glamorgan, 
including Llantwit Major, will be 
integrated into the South Wales 
Metro. By 2023 we’ll introduce 
tri-mode trains, which will run on 
electricity, battery and diesel power. 

“The total capacity will increase 
from a current maximum of 211, 
212 or 292, depending on the train, 
to 319 (three car) and 425 (four car). 

“As an improvement to current 
rolling stock, these trains will 
feature power sockets, electronic 
passenger information, air condi¬ 
tioning and more space for bicycles. 

“In December 2023, we will 
double the frequency of weekday 
services between Llantwit Major and 
Cardiff Central to two trains per 
hour. Sunday services will double to 
one train per hour in December 2024. 

“TfW’s plans are designed to be 
flexible and extendable and we’ll con¬ 
tinue to explore all options to improve 
the service for our customers.”

Council announces 
road improvements 


A programme of 
investment into 
highway mainte¬ 
nance totalling just 
over £2.5m has been 
agreed by Vale of 
Glamorgan Council. 

The three year resur- 
faeing plan approved by 
the CouneiTs eabinet 
on 01 July sets out a 
priority listing for roads 
in need of improvement 
throughout the Vale 
loeal highway network. 
In total some 114 roads 
are due to be resurfaced 
and 66 are due to receive 
preventative ‘micro-as¬ 
phalt’ or surface dressing 
treatments. 

Cllr Peter King, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhood Services 
and Transport, said: 
“Prosperity in the Vale of 
Glamorgan is very much 
dependent on an effective 
transport infrastructure. 
All the roads included 
in the plan have been 
assessed using a scoring 
system that ensure the 
roads in most need of 
attention, including some 
of the busiest roads used 
by Vale residents, will 
receive attention first. 


The priority list will then 
be reviewed annually to 
ensure we are always 
working to address resi¬ 
dents’ needs. 

“All of this is above 
and beyond the routine 
highway inspection and 
repair work that our 
Neighbourhood Services 
and Transport teams 
coordinate throughout 
the year. All residents 
can report potholes and 
other problems on our 
roads at any time using 
our website and priority 
cases will be filled within 
24 hours.” 

In addition to routine 
and emergency repairs 
the Council also fills 
potholes as part of its 
Big Fill scheme.

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Service veterans pay 
respects in Holland 


A GROUP of Vale service 
veterans from Group 
617 visited grave sites 
in Holland to pay their 
respects to members of the 
Dambuster raid, who flew 
the Lancasters to deliver 
that famous ‘bouncing 
bomb’ which targeted the 
dams in Germany on May 


16,1943. 

One of those erew members 
who flew in AJ-A, a Barry boy, 
Sgt Gordon Yeo (21) did not 
eome baek from that dangerous 
mission. His Laneaster aireraft, 
piloted by Sqn Ldr ‘Dingy’ 
Young crashed in the sea just 
off Castricum aan Zee where a 
monument was erected, paid for 
by family members and local 
people in north Holland. 


The group, chairman Russ

Hopes for growth in UK electric 
car manufacturing 


ALUN Cairns says he is pleased with the 
progress that has been made in talks with 
potential new investors in the wake of 
Ford’s decision to close its engine plant at 
Bridgend. 

The Welsh Secretary and Vale MP was facing 
questions in the Commons on the planned closure 
next year. He said he and the Welsh Government are 
working closely together in response to the closure 
decision and the threatened loss of 1,700 jobs. 

He said: “I am encouraged by the early discus¬ 
sions we have had with potential investors. I am 
extremely disappointed with Ford’s intention to 
close its Bridgend plant in 2020. 

@However, this bad news is not a reflection of 


the Welsh economy as a whole. The manufacturing 
sector is extremely important to the UK economy 
and Wales specifically. 

@There are 4,000 more manufacturing jobs in the 
Welsh economy now than there were this time last 
year, but that is not to undermine the importance of 
those Ford jobs.” 

Mr Cairns said the UK’s industrial strategy has 
invested £1.5 billion in automotive research and 
development to ensure that it maximises the oppor¬ 
tunities of the shift from petrol and diesel engines to 
electric vehicles. 

He told MPs: “A demonstration of the success of 
that is that 20 per cent of electric vehicles sold in 
Europe are manufactured in the UK.”

managing director of 
The Vale Resort, told the 
meeting: “It’s making 
use of an unused base¬ 
ment built 10 years ago 
to house a spa which we 
no longer have any use 
for. 

“The castle needs to 
stand on its own two feet. 
It’s a £7m investment 
and there are 100 jobs 
at stake.” 

Mr Leeke added Visit 
Wales are supportive of 
the plans. Tours will be 
held at the new distillery. 

The distillery would 
create the equivalent of 
seven full-time jobs. 

Pendoylan 


Community Council 
objected to the plans, 
citing extra traffic but 
council planning officers 
say they expect no more 
than six deliveries being 
made to and from the 
distillery on a typical 
day, made during the 
same hours as the hotel’s 
deliveries. 

The decision was 
made following concerns 
raised by Clh Michael 
Morgan about how 
quickly the application 
was being decided, as it 
was only lodged on May 
23. 

“People I’ve spoken to 
feel they have been left 


out of the process and 
not given a chance to be 
heard,” he said. 

Victoria Robinson, 
the council’s operational 
manager for develop¬ 
ment management told 
Cllr Morgan the statutory 
time needed for the con¬ 
sultation has expired. 

Mr Leeke said the rea¬ 
son for the urgency was 
because the distillery is 
an “integral part of the 
strategy for the castle”.

Police get cash to 
fight knife crime 


AN extra cash boost 
has been given to 
South Wales Police 
to help tackle knife 
crime. 

In May, The Home 
Office allocated £1.2 
million to the force in a 
bid to make the region 
safer. 

The money is being 
used to extend the ‘Op 
Sceptre’ knife crime 
team in Cardiff and 
create a new team in 
Swansea to focus on 
reducing knife crime 
on the streets of South 
Wales. 

Cash will also help 
fund preventative 
community-based work 
with young people, 
targeted operations and 
back-office functions 
to keep the Op Sceptre 
officers on fhe sfreefs. 

Chief Consfable of 
Soufh Wales Police, 
Matt Jukes said: “Knife 
crime is an obvious 
concern to our commu¬ 
nities, particularly in 
our cities of Cardiff and 
Swansea. 

“The issues we face 
are significant - they 
may not be as great as 
some other cities, but 
they are tragedies for 
the families who are 
affected by terrible 
offences. 

“We have been really 
focused and 12 months 
ago that led me to bring 
about our new team, 
Operation Sceptre, 
focusing specifically on 
knife crime in Cardiff. 

“We are going to 
continue this activity 
where it’s needed 
most - but that is not 
particularly in our town 
and city centres, which 
actually by comparison 
with similar areas are 
incredibly safe across 
South Wales. 

“Knife crime levels 
have stabilised in the 
first half of this year 
compared to last, so we 
know we can make a 
difference.” 

The Op Sceptre 
Team, named after a 
national initiative led 
by the Metropolitan 
Police, was set up in 
the summer of 2018 
initially as a 12-month 
pilot to reduce knife 
crime and related 
offences in Cardiff. 

Within 12 months 
they have: 

• arrested 220 people 

• taken 90 weapons 
off the streets 


• seized more than 
£82k worth of drugs 
and £77.5k cash 

• conducted 758 stop 
searches 

• helped secure custo¬ 
dial sentences totalling 
22 years 3 months 

• Superintendent 
Wendy Gunney, the 
South Wales Police 
lead for knife crime, 
said: “We have found 
there is a clear link 
between knife crime 
and drug supply in 
Cardiff. County Lines 
have destabilised the 
local drugs market, 
raising the threat and 
risk among local drug 
dealers. 

“Our Op Sceptre 
Teams will be out there 
on the streets making 
it uncomfortable for 
anyone who matches 
the profile of fhose 
involved in knife crime 
and drugs.” 

County lines is when 
an organised crime 
group from an area such 
as London, Birmingham 
and Liverpool extends 
their drug dealing enter¬ 
prise across boundaries. 

They often use young 
people or vulnerable 
adults to deliver their 
drugs, coercing them 
with payment or gifts 
or by forcing them 
through intimidation 
and violence. 

The Home Office 
money will also go 
fowards communify 
work such as projects 
by Street Games and 
the Crimestoppers 
Fearless campaign to 
divert young people 
away from criminality. 

Supt Gunney added: 
“Families and com¬ 
munities can definitely 
play their part in 
helping to tackle knife 
crime. They can take 
responsibility for their 
children and young 
adults who are on the 
fringes of criminality. 

“If you have con¬ 
cerns or suspicions, 
please tell us so we 
can intervene and help 
divert them away from 
knife crime.”
